tion during protracted wet seasons. 


Very otten roots that may just be 


forming are killed in a few days, 
should the soil become saturated with 
water. Not only is there a loss of 
these feeding roots, but the vitality of 
the entire plant becomes weakened. 


Plants growing where the surface is 


caked and packed often suffer from 
want of oxygen for the toots. This is 
especially applicable to trees. 
In 


such cases the annual growth is not 
only retarded, but the plants lose vi- 
tality and become prey of insects and 
fungus pests. 


The remedy for such a condition is 


deep and careful cultivation and the 
provision of some organic fertilizer. 
This will provide plant food for new 
growth of the roots and also lighten 
the physical nature of the soil. Lime 
is also recommended for this latter pur- 
pose in the case of heavy clay soils. 


The roots of all plants must have a 


supply of oxygen, 
cannot develop.

oxygen, they die of suflocatiou. 
The 


plant will be poisoned by its own de- 
composition products, and will starve, 
or become the prey of parasitic ene- 
mies, which it is too weak to resist.

sparks were carried to a row of resi- 
dences on Water street and also to 
many houses on the east end of Main 
street. 
Many roofs were beginning to 


•smoke and it looked at one time as 
•though a large part of the town would 
be destroyed. The citizens at once de- 
voted their attention to the houses and 
every house was manned with men 
.and the roofs were kept wet with buck- 
ets of water and wet carpets. 
Twenty 


houses at one time were 011 fire but 
the flames were put out before much 
damage was done. 


The wind was very high and while 


six stable to the rear of Water street 
-were burning, the flames and sparks 
jeaped a distance of 400 feet, over 
Main street to the barn of J. U. Neely 
.and it was soon wrapped in flames, and 
the adjoining barn of Daniel Mickley 
caught and both burned to the ground. 


The fire attracted much attention, 


people from the surrounding country 
going into Fairfield to lend a hand. 
Before the fire was over one hundred 
pepople from Gettysburg had reached 
Fairfield. The fire was under control 
in an hour's time and in that time 
•eight stables had been consumed by 
the flames. The losses are estimated 
as follows:

The total was slightly in excess of 


$2000 with $300 insurance. 
The sta- 


ble and contents of J. U. Xeely were 
insured for $200 and James S. Sanders' 
stable for $100. One of the losses will 
fall on the Adams County Mutual Fire 
Insurance Company and the other on 
-the Mutmnasburg Mutual Fire Insur- 
ance Association. 
In the barn of J. S. 


Sanders was a quantity of tools and he 
.also lost two hogs, being all the live 
stock destroyed. 


Five buildings on the farm of H. N. 


and C. A. Landis were on fire at one 
time, but extinguished by hard labor. 
The house of E. B. Swope in the cen- 
ter of the town was found to be on fire 
and when put out the fire had eaten a 
hole about a yard square in the roof. 


The origin of the fire is unknown. 


Mr. Sanders, in whose stable the flames 
were first seen, was away quarrying 
stone. Xeither his wife nor his chil- 
dren were in the stable. There had 
"been no new hay in the stable. The 
fire is rather attributed to some care- 
lessness of boys than to an incendiary 
origin. 


It was the most thrilling afternoon 


in the history of Fairfield.
